THE ANARCHISTS CONSIGNED TO 
THE GRATE. 


A R em a rk a b le F u n era l P rocession - 
Iu cid en ta A lo n g th e U n e — 
Im m en se T hrong.

CnrcAGO, November 13th.—Flitting mile 
after mile in the gloom, down to the cold 
flat earth, five unseen soulless figures—flee­ 
ing in death as from One Great Being for 
whom alone there can be no law—found a 
hiding-place to-night in the darkness at 
the most desolate spot on the prairie's wide 
expanse. The five ghastly figures were 
symbols of the attempted destruction of 
the law. They were the live dead Anarch­ 
ists—Spies, Parsons, Fischer, Engel and 
Louis Lingg. Probably half a million peo­ 
ple in the city of their terrible crime saw 
the last public preparations for their final 
flight to the tomb. Seven thousand men 
and two hundred and fifty women aided in 
the city, by forming in procession behind 
Stem. 
'l en thousand people were present in the 
barest, emptiest graveyard adjacent to Chi­ 
cago. \V hen the corpses at last were hid­ 
den, muttered curses and bitter murm urs 
and the cry of “ Throttle the law : ” accom­ 
panied the parting words spoken over the 
live lifeless bodies. 
It was almost to a 
second, exact time, forty-eight hours from 
the mom ent the scaffold drop fell with 
August Spies and his comrades that the 
blackest of hearses drew up at the door of 
his relatives. More peculiar still was the 
fact that the hearse was just ready to start 
at the precise mom ent corresponding to the 
announcem ent at the gallows that Spies 
had ceased to breathe. This was 


TUB BEGINNING OF THE OBSEQUIES. 
The scene is at the extreme northwestern 
corner of the city, and the route taken re­ 
sembled nothing so much as a monster 
blacksnake. Stretching right to the center 
of Chicago, and protruding out and beyond 
the southwestern angle, serried lines of 
blackness were formed of hum an beipgs, 
wedged together into almost a single con­ 
tinuous whole. Off from Milwaukee ave­ 
nue Spies lived iu a little oasi3 of well-to- 
do Americans and Germans, while the 
others entombed to-day had places of abode 
scattered along at intervals of five or six 
blocks close t* the same thoroughfare, but 
in the midst of the most ignorant and un­ 
couth classes of Chicago's foreign-born 
population. 
About four thousand per­ 
sons, most of them neighbors of Spies, 
were 
congregated on 
the street 
and 
lined the sidewalks of the block in which 
Spies lived. W hen the time for departure 
arrived—as at other houses where Anarch­ 
ists’ bodies lay—a constant stream 
of 
mourners or curious sight-seers had been 
since almost daylight pouring through the 
building and viewing the livid remains, or 
gazing at the weeping relatives. 
W hen 
the torty-eight hours anniversary of the 
scaffold-drop had come and the somber 
hearse was standing patient at the curb, the 
TALL, STATELY POBM OP CAPTAIN BLACK, 
Was seen stepping out through the throng 
at the Spies threshold. Supported on his 
arm, with head pillowed on his shoulder, 
was a clinging, girlish figure, clad in crape 
from head to loot—the picture of utter woe. 
Instantly a whisper was heard on every 
sid e: “ There she is !” “ There’s Nina Van 
Zandt!” “ That's Spies’ wife!” 
It was not till the coffin had been placed 
in the hearse and the immediate mourners 
had entered their carriages and five hun­ 
dred blue-badged Turners had formed in 
ranks ahead that the crowd discovered its 
mistake. She was calmly seated in the 
first carriage, with not a sign of mourning 
in her apparel, nor a single trace of grief 
in her pale, set conntenance. The face was 
unmistakably th at of 
Spies’ 
youthful 
proxy bride, but it had suddenly acquired 
a dignity and matureness that gave an un­ 
looked-for hut far from repellant aspect 
to one of her years. 
Aside from this ex­ 
pression the shapely features wore a pecu­ 
liar yellowish pallor. It may have been 
the mere fancy of observers, but those who 
saw the face of Spies as he trod to his place 
on the gallows say the pallor on his counte­ 
nance then was exactly that of to-day on 
the face of 
NINA VAN ZANDT. 
She was apparelled in a well-worn fur- 
trim med wrap of dark wine-colored or 
purple velvet, a very simply made dress of 
black silk, and small, neat bonnet to match 
the wrap. W hole crowds were recovering 
from surprise at Miss Van Zandt’s de­ 
meanor and dress, when the black-clad 
girl who had accompanied Captain Black 
into the same carriage with Spies’ pseudo 
wife threw hack her veil and disclosed the 
tear-staiued features of the dead m an’s 
sister, Gre’chen. 
Alongside Nine, and 
apparently deriving some consolation from 
words of cheer spoken now and then, sat 
the aged mother of Spies, who seemed to 
have rather better control of her grief than 
her daughter. 


THE PROCESSION UNDER WAY. 
The baud soon struck up a mournful 
dirge, and the procession started slowly 
down Milwaukee avenue, which was lined 
with such a mass of people as was never 
seen on it before. Moving slowly’ along, 
the procession was joined at the homes of 
Fischer, Parsons, Engel and Lingg, by their 
remains and portions of the parade which 
originated at each house. The scenes at 
each of the houses were somewhat sim ilar 
to those at Spies’. 


ON HISTORIC GROUND. 
The most striking view of the procession 
was obtained at the corner of Lake and 
Desplaines s.reets, for it brought so vividly 
to mind the scene of May 4, 1886, when 
the bomb was thrown. 
It was just 1:45 
o’clock when the head of the line reached 
the spot. At the corner is the saloon and 
hall of Charles Zepf, the Anarchist. It 
was in this saloon that Parsons took his 
wife and children a rter he had finished his 
speech at the H aym arket, and where thev 
sat when the bomb was thrown. Two h u n ­ 
dred feet south of the corner was the place 
where stood the wagon from which Spies 
and his comrades delivered their harangues 
and counseled the throttling of the law, 
and here, too, was the alley from which 


THE HISSING AND FATAL BOMB 
Was hurled into the ranks of the police. 
A little farther south is the spot where the 
missile fell and did such awful destruction 
“ Was it by accident, or design, that the 
parade wound around this historic corner?” 
was the question asked by hundreds. And 
the line of march took the marching army 
of sympathizers directly past G rief's Hall, 
iu the basement of which a group of Anar­ 
chists used to hold nightly meetings and 
instruct each other in the use of dynamite 
and the practice of the manual of arms. 
At the hour above mentioned, the first 
line of men could be seen crossing the 
Desplaines street viaduct where, in 1878, a 
bloody fight took place between the police 
and railroad strikers. 
There was no ad­ 
vance guard of police. 


THOSE THAT MARCHED. 
Chief Marshal Hepps, with two aides, 
led the way. They wore no red, but simple 
black clothes and crape on their arms. 
Then came a brilliantly-dressed corps of 
musicians. As the band passed Zepf 3 Hall, 
which was open and filled with drinking 
men, it struck up a dirge, as did, in fact, 
every other band in the procession, and 
there were at least fifteen of them. Fol­ 
lowing the first corps of musicians walked 
the Defense Committeemen, who 
had 
charge of collecting tbe funds with which 
it was hoped to save the Aaarcbista from 
their fate. George Schilling led the com­ 
mittee, and carried in his hands a floral 
tribute. Following them marched, eight 
abreast, near 200 members of Aurora Turo 
Verein, of wbich Speis was a member. 
Tbe whole Society did not turn out. as 
many members are not in sympathy with 
anarchy. 
Some 400 of the Vorwaerts Turner So­ 
ciety came next, wearing red badges on 
their breasts- This branch of Turners is 
more strongly tinctured with socialism than 
any in the city. About 100 of the Tierts- 
chritte Branch came next, and then fol­ 
lowed 
THE FEATURE OF THE r80CESSI*N, 
It was the hearse of August Spies. There 


were no nodding black plumes on it. but 
the top was so covered with floral tributes 
that nothing else could be seen. Inside 
was a richlv-covered casket. Standing out 
in bold relief against the black broadcloth 
oí the coffin was thrown a great sash of 
red silk. It was all the more striking, be­ 
cause no flowers had been placed inside to 
interfere with this idea of having Spies’ 
beloved colors shown to the public, even 
at his death. The crowds on the streets 
craned their necks to get a glimpse of this 
most im|H)sing of all hearses in the pageant. 
Then another baud wheeled into Lake 
street, followed by many liundreds.of mem­ 
bers of the Central Labor Union, who are 
among the most extreme Socialists of the 
city. 
Behind them came the hearse in wbich 
lay the coffiu of Adolph Fischer, he who 
yelled, “ H urrah for A narchvl” at the 
moment he was hanged. H is hearse was 
well supplied with flowers, but for some 
reason no red silk emblem of his faith had 
been thrown across the casket in which 
were his remains. 
Then came the funeral carriage of Albert 
It. Parsons. On tbe box, by the driver, sat 
a man holding in his hands a floral tribute 
of such size that the inscription of flowers, 
“ From K. of L. Assembly, 1307,” could be 
seen a hundred feet away. On Parsons’ 
coffin—instead of a great sash of red—there 
was a simple strip of red silk ribbon, which 
was trailed carelessly from the head of the 
casket to its center, and was then strung 
along the floor of the hearse until it wound 
itself in a little heap at the foot. 


“ IT IS SUGGUsTIVE OF A SERPENT,” 
Was the rem ark of an onlooker. Then 
along came another cohort of the Cintra) 
Labor Union—butchers, bakers and repre­ 
sentatives of all sorts of trades. 
Behind 
these were drawn the hearses of George 
Kneel and Louis Lingg. 
Over both the 
black coffins were the inevitable red ban­ 
ners 
All through this, which may be called 
the first part of the demonstration, were 
interspersed carriages containing relatives 
and near friends of the dead Anarchists, 
but the original programme was changed 
in the hurry and confusion of getting the 
line together. So the carriages of mouru- 
ers became somewhat mixed. 


THE NEXT FEATURE 
Of the procession was the turnout of peo­ 
ple who followed after the hearses. There 
were men, wometi and children. In ranks 
of four to eight deep they swung into 
Lake street. 
N o ta word was uttered by 
those in the ranks or on the corners. 
The 
most noticeable feature of this part of the 
paegant was the showing made by two 
local Assemblies of Knights of Labor, 
composed wholly of women. All of these 
wore flaming 
red scarlet in their hats. 
Bows of crimson at their throats, and long 
streamers of crimson from their shoulders, 
made the appearance of the working wo­ 
men an object of comment. 
In front of 
them marched Miss Mary McCormick, 
Master 
W orkm an of the organization. 
She was attended by two others, and the 
trio carried a huge wreath, to the top of 
which was attached a snow white-dove, 
the emblem of peace. (It will be rem em­ 
bered that the signal for the gathering at 
H aym arket Square was the printed Ger­ 
man word “ Rube,” meaning peace.) This 
was the only white dove in the whole line. 
After the long line of people on foot had 
passed, came carriages to the num ber of 
fifty. The procession went east on Lake 
street, south on Fifth avenue and past the 
building in which was formerly the office 
of August Spies and Albert K. Parsons, 
when they wrote the bloodthirsty editorials 
for their respecti ve papers. 
^ As the first ranks of the Aurora Turn 
Verein passed the building some one of its 
members raised in the air a small United 
States flag, and waved it over his head. 
This was a signal for a cheer from the 
loyal spectators on the sidewalk. 
In half 
an hour more the procession halted at the 
depot on Polk street, and the coffins of the 
dead men were carried out by the pall­ 
bearers and deposited in a baggagc-car, 
which then was attached to the train. 


A MAMMOTH FUNERAL TRAIN. 
Forty cars were required to take out the 
members of the procession, and hundreds 
of others, besides those in carriages, went 
out on different routes. So dense was the 
crowd on the tracks that when the train 
pulled out it was at a snail’s pace. Every 
street crossing 
and every viaduct was 
blocked with hum an beings, who looked 
curiously at the trains as they passed by. 
Out through the Bohemian district the 
wheels rolled, and as the slowly moving 
train passed many Bohemian 
women, 
whose husbands had taken part in the riot­ 
ous scenes of May, 1886, peered out of their 
windows and over the back fences to get a 
glimpse of the car in which were the re­ 
mains of the men who had preached a n ­ 
archy to their spouses and led them in 
m anya strike. 
There was no incident of special note 
during the trip to W aldheim. Arrived 
there, the people quickly dismounted, and 
a band led the way to the cemetery, playing 
the most mournful piece of the day. High 
on the shoulders of their one-time asso­ 
ciates were the black collins of the Anarch­ 
ists, each half hidden by its display of flam­ 
ing red. 
INSIDE THE CEMETERY 
The coffins were laid upon a rude platform 
in front of what seemed a rough stone hut, 
perfectly windowless and with only one 
small door. A moment later a person who 
had followed the coffins to this point 
couldn’t stir a hand or foot in any direc­ 
tion, so thick had the crowd become. 


INCENDIARY ADDRES3ES. 
The relatives of the dead men ouickly 
gathered beside Captain Black on the plat­ 
form. The Captain delivered the first of 
the funeral orations. It was couched in 
clear-cut, elegaut language, but had no 
effect on the crowds. It was principally 
devoted to laudation of the dead men. 
Robert Reitzel spoke next in German, 
and was rather violent in his denunciation 
of everyone connected with the trial. 
Ho 
roused up the crowd considerably. 
I. J. Morgan, a rabid English Socialist, 
followed in a violent harangue on the pres­ 
ent cocdition of society. He said there 
could be nothing but contempt for the law 
which hung his comrades. 
Here an ex­ 
cited listener yelled, 


“ THROTTLE THE LAW.” 
Morgan continued to speak in the most 
bitter terms of all connected with the An­ 
archists’ case. 
The last speech was bv Albert Carrlin, 
formerly of the 
Arbeiter Zeitung. 
He 
scarcely got a fair start on what apparently 
was about to be a typical anarchy harangue, 
when Captain Black stopped him. 
It was 
pitch dark, and the people were being 
wrought up to a high pitch by the oratory 
and surroundings. 
The coffins were secured in the vault, 
and the people made their way to the car­ 
riages and trains. The great object-lesson 
of the centnrv was at an end. 


A B O L D A C T . 


A tte m p t to A ss a s sin a te a M illtlaftnan J u s t 
B e fo r e D a y lig h t. 


C h ic a g o , November 13th.—A great deal 
of excitement was caused among the mem­ 
bers of tbe Second Regiment early this 
morning by the report of an attem pt to as­ 
sassinate one of the guards on duty on tbe 
outside of the armory at 
W ashington 
boulevard and Curtis street. Private M. 
Bell was patrolling at the north end of the 
building and at about 4:40 o’clock was 
startled by the report of a gun and a bullet 
whistling past his ear. The shot apparently 
came from the top of the coal-sheds in the 
rear of Carpenter street. Im mediately the 
alarm was given and the soldiers turned 
out and overhauled the neighborhood, but 
without discovering atyone. The militia 
are at a loss to account for the shooting, 
unless it was done by some Anarchist. 


T h e P o lic e V ig ila n t. 


C h ic a g o , November 13th.—The entire 
squad of the Central detail of police was on 
duty this morning at 9 o’clock. About 
twenty men had been held in reserve all 
night and spent the uay in the station, in­ 
stead of being assigned to positions on the 
line of march. About 12:45 o’clock, shortly 
after word was received that the funeral 
procession had been started from August 
spies' late home. Captain Hubbard called 
on the men to fall in, and assigned those 
who had not been on night duty to sta'ions 
along the line of march from Lake-street 
hridge to the corner of Fifth avenue and 
Harrison street. Fonr men were placed at 
each street intersection, and orders were 
given to stay until the crowd dispersed and 
then go home and report this evening at 9 
o’clock for duty.

There has been some talk among Republi-

W ashington recently of the feasibility of 
supporting rival Democratic candidates for 
the Speakership to Carlisle. This gossip is 
based upon the desire of Republicans to 
formenr trouble between the protection 
leader of the party, Randall, and the 
revenue reform apostle of Democracy, 
Carlisle. 
It is not at all likelv that anv 
Republican Representative will vote for 
any Democratic candidate for Speaker that 
may be brought forward in opposition to 
the nominee of the Democratic caucus, and 
it is eafe to assume that no Democrat will 
lead a party of bolters against 
ID" 
nomination. 
Cnrlhfie’will be nominated and elected 
Speaker, it is said. H e will, as soon as 
elected, call Congressman Kellev. of Phila­ 
delphia (the “ F ath e r” of the'H ouse), to 
the chair and request him to name the 
Committee on Elections. This aknost un­ 
precedented action is made necessary by 
the fact that Carlisle’s rigbt to a seat is con­ 
tested by his late opponent in the Coving­ 
ton District, Thoebe. Nobody claims that 
Thoebe has sufficient ground of contest to 
take Carlisle's seat, but if the Committee 
on Elections, appointed by a Republican 
member, should report in favor of his title, 
there is no Democrat in Congress who 
would raise his voice or cast his vote in op­ 
position to such finding.

LONDON RIOTS. 


T r a fa lg a r S q u a r e tb e S c e n e o f G rea t T u r­ 
b u le n c e Y e sto r d a y . 


L o n d o n, November 13tb.—The procla­ 
mation of Sir Charles W arren, head of the 
London police, forbidding the holding of a 
meeting in Trafalgar square to-dav, was 
placarded throughout London last night. 
At 8 o'clock this morning Trafalgar square 
presented an animated appearance, owing 
to the continual arrival of bodies of police, 
small drafts having been made from every 
district in the metropolis. Three hundred 
grenadiers were stationed in the barracks 
in the rear of the National Gallery. Police 
to the num ber of 1,500 formed a hollow 
square four deep on the southern side for 
the purpose of protecting Trafalgar square. 
Twenty-five hundred more were held in 
reserve. There were double patrols in all 
debouching streets until 1 o’clock. There 
were uo signs of a procession. At that hour 
groups—m ainly of sight-seers or roughs— 
began to assemble in the vicinity of the 
square, but a squad of mounted police kept 
traffic moving and dispersed each group as 
it formed. During these charges there were 
many exciting incidents. 


THE POLICE KEPT BUSY. 
As the crowd thickened the police weie 
compelled to use their batons. Jiy 3 o’clock 
there was an immense concourse of people 
packed on the steps of St. M artin’» Church 
and Morley’s Hotel, and on the roofs of 
house in adjacent streets. The majority 
seemed to be respectable people, attracted 
by curiosity. The rem ainder were loafers 
of the worst classes. Several arrests were 
made about this time. 
Finally various 
societies — Socialists. 
Radicals and Irish—approached the square 
from every direction. The paradera were 
headed by barnfe of music, and they carried 
banners and mottoes. The police attacked 
each group as it arrived near the square. 


FIERCE FIGHTS TOOK TLACK 
On The Strand and Northum berland ave­ 
nue, W hitehall, Pall Mall and other adja­ 
cent streets. One of tbe societies succeeded 
in entering the square, hut was repulsed 
alter a bloody fight, in which Commoner 
Graham was seriously injured. Graham 
was subsequently arrested lor attacking the 
police. 
A CKO'.YI. OF 100,000 PERSONS. 
At 4:30 p . m . the crowd in the vicinity o f 
the square numbered 100,00), and the police 
were powerless to 
thoroughly 
disperse 
them . Cavalry and infantry were sum ­ 
moned to the assistance of the police, but 
no charge was made, as the people of tiu ir 
own accord began to disperse at dusk. 
About 200 citizens and 40 policemen w ire 
injured. 
Fifty persons 
were 
arrested, 
among them being Socialist Burns. 
Some of the injured were well eneitch ta 
leave the hospital after treatment, 
' 


VITRIOL AS A WEAPON. 
One patient was dreadfully burned with 
vitriol squirted from a syringe. Another 
declares he was bayoneted in the buttock. 
Five policemen were stabbed with knives. 
It was noticeable that the crowd, while 
hooting the police, cheered tbe cavalry and 
infantry posted in the middle of the square 
ready for action in case the crowd broke the 
police line. If the crowd had succeeded in 
breaking the line it is believed the Riot Act 
would have been read and the infantry or­ 
dered to fire. 


AWED BY THE MILITARY. 
W hen the cavalry force, with Colon pi 
Talbot at its head, arrived trom W hitehall 
and Magistrate Mai sham was prepared to 
read the Riot Act, in case such warning 
should become necessary, the crowd be­ 
came good-humored, in marked contrast 
with their demeanor on the arrival of the 
mounted police. W hile the guards trotted 
eight abreast around the square, cheers 
went up; accompanied by shouts of “Bravo, 
Marsham !” 
“ We want free speech'!” 
“ We are all true Englishmen, Irishmen 
and Scotchm en!” “ We only want our 
legal rights as-citizens of London I” 
The second circuit of the square Dy the 
guards elicited opposition from a mob of 
roughs in the crowd, who shouted, “ Brit­ 
ons. shall not be ruled by lead and bayo­ 
nets !” Three groans were given for the 
Home Secretary. The guards patrolled the 
square several times, and then turned into 
adjacent streets-. They succeeded in awing 
the roughs and in greatly thinning out the 
crowd. 
At 5 o’clock the grenadiers wheeled into 
the square with bayonets fixed and with 
twenty rounds of ball cartrieges iu their 
pouchee. They itijc r.ccompanied by an 
ambulance. They halted in front of the 
National Gallery and opened into line. The 
mob was thus caught between lines of the 
police and military, and the roughs were 
compelled to ru n 'th e gantlet. They were 
hastened on their way bv a shove from one 
of the policemen, a cuff from another, and 
kicks from a third. Some of them showed 
a disposition to m aintain their ground, but 
the soldiers brought their bayonets to a 
charge position, and the sight of the cold 
steel quickly decided them to retreat. 
The officers of the grenadiers rushed to 
the front and ordered their men to replace 
their arms, and the Boldiezs then contented 
themselves with pounding with their rifles 
on the toes of the crowd,, and boxing the 
ears of turbulent rougos with vigor, which 
seemed to delight the policemen. 
Ttie 
crowd now hooted the military with an 
energy equal to that with which they bad 
cheered them before. 


CHARGES BY THE: POLICB. 
Soon after 5 o’clock the police made a 
series 
of 
violent 
charges with 
their 
batons in determined eflurts to clear the 
whole vicinity, m any points of which had 
been crowded all the afternoon. 
Daring 
one charge 
a 
whole window of an 
electrical shop fell with a crash. 
The 
crowd asserted 
that the window 
was 
broken by the hoofs of some of the police­ 
m en’s horses. The police, however, as­ 
sert that bricks were ‘thrown at the win­ 
dows. The loafers made a rush for the 
contents of the window, but the police re­ 
captured many articles and arrested the 
thieves. A m inute later the window of 
a refreshment room was smashed in by the 
pressure of the crowd. There were one 
or two sim ilar cases in the course of the 
charges, but by 6 o'clock there was no fear 
of further trouble. At 6:50 the whole force 
of soldiers again patrolled the square, and 
finally the crowd dispersed completely. 


SOME EXCITEMENT WAS CAUSED 
At W hitehall by the victorious police 
marching 
with 
captured 
flags 
and 
banners. 
The 
mounted 
police 
and 
Life-guards 
were 
now 
ordered 
in 
the direction of the Parliam ent buildings, 
the side streets being cordoned with Con­ 
stables to prevent rushes. 
This move 
cleared W hitehall and Parliam ent streets, 
and the guards, with the exception of the 
body retained in Trafalgar Square, were 
enabled to return to their barracks by 7 
o’clock. 
Quiet was 
now 
somewhat 
restored, 
though the square was still cordoned by 
police. Away fiom the central scene there 
were several outpost affairs. The most se­ 
rious affray occurred at 4 o’clock at the 
bottom of W ellington street. Sticks and 
siones wera Ireely used by tbe iuub, nud 
many policemen were injured. 
An Inspector had his nose broken by a 
blow from a clenched fist, and the man 
who committed the assault and twenty 
others in his company were at once put 
under arrest. Another procession, consist­ 
ing of several Radical and Socialist clubs 
from Clarkenwell, made its appearance at 
Broad street and Bloomsburg, but was for­ 
bidden to enter St. M artin Lane. Several 
conflicts ensued. 
A large body arrived by St. Jam es street 
and Pall Mall at 4 o’clock, hooting Carlton 
and cheeriog the Reform Club. 
W hen this 
body was near the Athenaeum Palace a line 
of police barred the way. The crowd re­ 
sisted, nnd the police clubbed and drove 
them away. Their banners were broken 
down and trodden underfoot. Meanwhile 
THE PRINCE OF WALES, 
W ho was sitting in a cab unobserved, re­ 
turning to Marlborough House, ordered a 
drink for all the policemen on duty near 
the house. The Pall Mall clubs followed 
his example. 
The Executive Committee of the Radical 
Federation held a meeting last night and 
resolved to hold a meeting of delegates on 
Wednesday evening at the London Patri­ 
otic Club to decide upon measures for re­ 
peating the attempt to hold a public meet­ 
ing on Sunday next.

SCHOOL 
SUPERINTEH DENCY 
AGAIN. 


\ gentleman stated iteforo the Teachars' 
Institute in this city last week that the 
duties of Superintendent of Schools are 
clearly defined by the law. 
H e therefore 
think- that the R bcokd-U nion's estimate 
ol the proper qualifications ol such an offi­ 
cial are based on a misapprehension. 
He 
added that the Superintendent has little 
power and that change is not always re­ 
form. 
T hat is to say, then, that the 
Superintendent is little more than clerk 
for the Board of Education. 
The K w oitn- 
L 'nion thoroughly uuderstauds the law in 
the case. 
The Superintendena it an exec­ 
utive officer of the Board. 
I I» can make 
motions before it and introduce resolutions. 
Practically, at times, his voice decides the 
policy of the Board. 
In its vacations he is 
as emphatically as one can be Superintend­ 
ent. 
H e can suspend teachers ; he can ex­ 
ercise watchfulness over the schools; his 
advice to teachers is very nearly an edict, 
and is rarely disobeyed. 
He is the coun 
selor and advisor of the Board. 
For it 
Jje.is 
to walcii constantly over the 
schools, report delinqcncy.s and suggest 
reforms. 
In fact, he 
has such 
power 
th at he is a great deal more than a 
clerk. 
H e should not inspire physical fear 
but the fear that authority awakens, that 
is torn of respect for the office and the 
soundness and firmness of the judgm ent 
that administers it. 
For these and ob­ 
vious reasons besides, a Superintendent of 
Schools ought to be one fam iliar with the 
theory and practice of education ; one who 
d o » md mistake “ change” for “ reform ;” 
one abreast with educational advancement 
and 
upon 
whom 
a 
Board 
of 
Education 
may 
lean 
if 
need 
be, 
and in whose judgm ent tijion educational 
m atters it can place its trust. 
We repeat, 
and there is no successful reply to be 
made, that the people in selecting men to 
serve as Superintendent of the schools, 
should select educators fortified by experi­ 
ence; not cranks with utopian ideas; not 
bigots with but a binglc purpose; not 
skilled clerks or mercantile men ; not men 
" desirous of the office income as a supple­ 
m ent to revenue from private business, but 
educators skilled as such, whose lives arc 
devoted to the science of education, and 
whose whole tim e will Ire given to the 
service of the school system. 
We should 
exercise as much good sense, we repeat, in 
choosing Superintendents of Schools, as in 
selecting cooks for our kitchen.

Tlie trial o ' the Ansrclt- 
itti was nom inally u n d erth o th eu ex istiu g com ­ 
mon am i statute law, but it was really under a 
sort of ex post facto law of public necessity. 
Trie ju ry were supposed to la1 convinced be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt th at Lingg, Fischer 
am i their com panions were accessories before 
the fact to the m urder of Policem an Ik'gun. 
W nat they were aciually convinced of was that 
the defendants were guilty of a treasonable 
conspiracy against society ; th at they were d y ­ 
nam iters on principle, and th at if they did not 
throw the particular boinjj in question, nor 
know who did throw it, tliev were eap ab leof 
throw ing it. and m ight throw one next time. 
I he Examiner is either desirous of pro­ 
mulgating the faino idea that there is 
punishment in this country for opinions' 
sake; that we recognize jwlitical crime 
and condemnation for i t ; or else it is woe­ 
fully ignorant of the law ¡ and of the facts 
of the trial and conviction of the Chicago 
assassins. 
They were tries! for murder 
under the ordinary laws of the State of 
Illinois forbidding the taking of human 
life. 
They were not tried for political 
opinions entertained or expressed, but for 
the murder of seven |>oliec officers, who 
wore, as representatives of the people, dis­

THE STATE’S HEALTH. 


M eteorological C onditions In flu en ce tlie 
D eath K ate lu a M arked D egree. 
The circular of the State Board of Health, 
issued by the Secretary, Dr. Gerrard G. 
Tyrrell, for October, is at hand and, as 
usual, is full of interesting facts and ex­ 
cellent suggestions. 
He says: “ In the 
reports received from eighty-four towns in 
which deuths occurred during the month of 
October, we find a mortality of 1,040 in an 
estimated population of 707,450, which 
gives a percentage of 1.13 deaths per thou­ 
sand in the month, or an annual rate of 
15.56. This is an increased mortality from 
the prcooding months, and singularly cor­ 
roborates the opinion of Dr. H. Baker, the 
accomplished Secretary of the State Board 
of Health of Michigan, that meteortlogica! 
conditions influence the death rate in a 
marked manner, especially iti diseases of 
the respiratory organs and other mucous 
outlets of the body.” 
The causes of death are classified as fol­ 
lows: Consumption, 149; acute pneumonia, 
61; acute bronchitis, 1 1 ; congestion of the 
lungs. 10; chelera infantum , 51; diseases of 
stomach and bowels. 44; diphtheria, 30; 
oronu, 21; scarlet fever. 4; measles, 7; small­ 
pox, 2; whooping cough, 4; tvpho-malari»l 
fevers. 5; typhoid fever,32; rem ittent and 
interiniTfeht raters, 7; cerebro-spinal fever, 
17; cancer, 27; erysipeias, 2; heart diseases, 
56; alcoholism, 12; other causes, 463, 
A WORD AnOUT CHOLKIIA. 
Cholera has thus far been confined to 
passengers of the infected ship} which ar­ 
rived with it on board. The Stale Board 
of Health of Illinois, through its indefati­ 
gable Secretary, Dr. Bauch, and Dr. De­ 
Wolf, Health 
Officer in Chioagi, have 
traced all, or nearly all, the passengers dis­ 
charged from the steamer Inde jjudente, 
but no cholera lias as yet develop al among 
them . Dr. DeWolf will have al! lie cloth 
ing, etc , disinfected as fast as c ¡¿covered , 
thisuiav avert the danger. (experience tells 
us that the larger part of epidemic disease is 
borne by tire laboring classes, and it is 
among them that tlie ravages of cholera 
would be most destructive, as by the nature 
of tlieir occupation they are, as a rule, ren­ 
dered more susceptible to disease. 
It, 
therefore, becomes the duty of the author­ 
ities to see to it that the houses, tenements 
and buildings where these classes live are 
rendered as healthy and as clean as possi­ 
ble. The artisan, the laborer and the wage­ 
worker cannot change tlieir place of abode 
at will, in order to escape a pestilence; 
they m ust abide where they make tlieir 
living ; they cannot llee to the mountains 
or to the sea if cholera invades our shores. 
Hum anity, then, insists that in view of a 
probable invasion of cholera, a general 
cleaning up takes place throughout the 
State. 
Let each town see that its cessnools 
are emptied, its wells cleaned out, its water 
supply thoroughly examined, its refuse 
and garbage burned, every preparation 
made in the way of cleanliness, so that if 
pestilence invades our borders and attacks 
our homes, the poor and the wage worker 
will at least have as fair a chance of sur­ 
vival as the well-to-do and the rich, who 
can choose their habitation at will. 


SUICIDE AT 
WOODLAND.

Saturday a young man stepped into the 
Capital Hotel, at Woodland, and registered 
as J. A. Gibson, of Napa. H e was assigned 
to room No. 13. H e sat around the hotel 
office most of the day, was of very quiet 
demeanor, pleasant company, and engaged 
in friendly games of cards for cigars with 
other 
guests. 
Saturday night about 9 
o’clock the proprietor heard very heavy 
breathing in room 13. The door was un­ 
locked, and he went in and turned the 
guest over on his side, thinking him 
•‘ full ,.f u « r.M About 3 o'clock yes­ 
terday 
morning 
the 
proprietor 
went 
again 
to 
the 
room to 
call 
Gibson 
and found him lying m the ■-amc position 
that he had left him the night before, dead. 
The Coroner, L. O. Stephens, w as imme­ 
diately notified, and took charge of the re­ 
mains. 
A KkcoRb-I- nion representative, 
who happened to he in Woodland, visiteii 
the scene. The deceased, a man perhaps 
of 35 years, auburn hair and mustache, was 
rather good-looking and liad intelligent 
features, in one corner of the room was 
his griii sack, in another his trunk. On the 
little stand-table at the foot of the bed was 
an empty four-ounce vial labeled laudanum, 
and an empty beer glass, which contained 
a few drops of the poison, and from which 
ihe deadly potion 
evidently had been 
drank. 
BcsiJe the beer glass were the 
rem nants of his last cigar, and a stam p ol 
a cigarette, which contained less opium 
than the deadly potion 
which he had 
drank. That it was a clear case of suicide 
was made plain from the following letters, 
written in a clerkly hand, and which were 
placed beside the empty bottle : 
W oodland, November 12, 1887, 
My last nccouut. Busy I leave you. W h a tl 
leave it ia to Lucy Sm ith Brown Hostler. liood- 
bye A rthur Buck, you are a good N>y. It was 
my first discharge, and I feel heart-broken. 
Lot my relatives know tt for a fact in Caspar, 
Mendocino county. 
Druggist you are not to 
blame. 
I rana- from Napa. 
.1. A. GlRSON. 
On a scrap of brown ¡.aper were several 
notes, amongst which were the following : 
"1 riSe for tlie last time. 
I will drink the 
drugs of the bitter cup. o h f the black drug I 
despise it." 
“ Coroner bury me soon in the nam e of mv 
( 'rector. 
Huve eight little Sunday-school girls 
sing over m y grave ” 
“ Here’s my second doce. I want to do a good 
job.” 
' ' Káilar Mail: Please see my message is car­ 
ried to my friend, Luic Smith brow n Hostler. 
“ J ack Gibson.”

Van coast & Griffiths, the well-known 
produce dealers of Philadelphia, say in 
their Isst b u ilt'in concerning the present 
potato crop: “ Since our last report on the 
potato outlook, which indicated the poorest 
prospect al the time ever officially recorded 
in the United States, the condition has 
steadily declined through September ami 
October and this brings us to the end of the 
growing season and gives us the slimest 
yield per acre, if not the shortest total pro­ 
duction , in I be United States we ever noted. 
The general average is G2j this fall, against 
the memorably low oue of 1881. which was 
67. 
Tl.e failure of the crop in the Western 
States Ihis season is attributed to the long 
and set ere drought; and the lale ruin of 
tlie Kastem crop is caused by rot, which 
results from continued excessive moisture 
here. In Ohio there will not be harvested 
over on --quarter of a crop, and in New 
York State, where previous indications 
were more favorable, the crop will not be 
over onc-half—the rot has set in pretty 
generally, aud many fields are not worth 
digging.”

out to sell papers and augment their rev­ 
enues. It is a sin that m ust be atoued for 
at the judgm ent bar, that so many parents 
are the first to present corrupting thoughts 
to their children through the medium of a 
disreputable press. We have

That report crime briefly for information, 
and not fur the cultivation of a diseased 
imagination. It may he that our homes 
will not be purified of journalistic unclean­ 
ness. set free from this worse than Egyp­ 
tian darkness, until there be a “ first born 
slain in every house." I have no hesita­ 
tion in saying that the man who allows a 
paper with unclean utterances entrance to 
ins house, and sets it before the eyes of 
his wife and children, is ten-fold worse 
than the m an who elaborates that same 
vileness to satisfy the demand of a careless 
and morbidly curious public. If a man 
must have the latest telegrams, let him 
gather them, and throw the unhallowed 
sheet into Hie gutter ’ere fie crosses fifs 
threshold to receive the kiss of welcome 
home from the pure lips of wife and chil­ 
dren. If our social system is 


ROTTEN AT TH E HEART, 
We need not thrust beneath (he eyes of 
youth the festering sores upon the surface. 
Let fifty or even twenty advertisers in an 
unclean journal draw their pen across an 
obnoxious article and lay tlieir paper on 
the editor’s desk and there would be a con­ 
version in that office as much inore marked 
than that of I’aul on the road to Damas­ 
cus as the average flash journalist is lower 
than the violent and murderous agent of 
the Jewish Sanhedrim 
We are wise al­ 
most to inspiration in inveighing against 
the detailing of vice, and prophesying the 
coming of a better day ; we are blind al­ 
most to stupidity when it comes to tlie ap­ 
plication of a quick and simple remedv for 
this deep and fatal disease. Garbage in 
your cellars is harmless in comparison to 
the garbage in your drawing-rooms and 
parlors. You can clean out the cellar and 
whiten its walls, but a blunted conscience

Men with drunken sons 
and unfilial daughters whine about the 
corruptora of the times! 
What times? 
Are they not our own times? Are they 
not of our own m aking?

It is only half true, and if 
true it is no argum ent that we should cat 
sour grapes and set our children’s teeth on 
edge. 
Pure reading in our children’s 
hom es; how many Christian parents in 
this city can honestly say they have it and 
nothing else? There is a period in the 
fife of youth when the acquisitive faculties 
predominate, and judgment is too weak 
and unformed to assist itself. 
The youth 
cares not what the knowledge is. but tie 
wants the knowledge.

Time 
was when this could only lie met bv 
hooks, and the parent could guide the rest­ 
less mind by selection of the right material.

How natural for the young mind, craving 
something ever new in information, om- 
niverous in its appetite, to fill itself with 
the flash sensationalism of lpau and un­ 
principled reporters, who find vice profita­ 
ble in proportion to their power to make 
the story of it interesting. How natural, 
too, that minds fed upon such pabulum 
should learn to look coldly upon vice with­ 
out a shudder ; to come slowly to that con­ 
dition where the sensational alone is of 
especial iuterest; to become restless when 
fact is not sufficiently startling to satisfy 
thc appetite, drop the daily newspaper for 
the 1‘ulice Gazette, and crowd fancy with all 
unholy thoughts and images. The laws of 
thougLt and sensation are inexorable. The 
father throws down the paper that his 
trained mind has voted worthless, careless 
of the tact that his children will feed upon 
what he has glanced at and cast aside. 
Where vice has been made famiiiar to the 
youthful mind the door has actualiv been 
opened tor the practice of vice. All over 
the world to-day mothers are praying and 
ministers are pleading for the salvation of 
young men. In this brief prelude 1 have 
sought to lav upou the hearts of parents a 
responsibility for 


EARLY EDUCATION. 
There is a period in youth when this re­ 
sponsibility is solely on the parent's side. 
The words of the text relate to another 
and a laier period. 
“ H e that sinneth against me wrougeth 
his own soul.” 
There is a point where moral responsi­ 
bility pas ros from the parent into the keen­ 
ing of the child. Just where lies that 
dividing line we cannot tell. That it exists, 
the history of ail civil law declares and 
emphasizes.

Of every race and nation on the globe. 
Does he thus dispose of the violation of 
civil law? Does lie sit down and w rites 
half-quire of maudlin nonsenseto Governor 
Oglesby for the pardon of condemned 
Anarchist murderers, because their early 
education was neglected? I think not. 
I 
think he says they have lived in a land 
where respect fbr law means im m unity 
from penalty—in a land where those laws 
are so simple and so plain that if they are 
ignorant of them the fault lies at their’own 
floor. The word "wrougeth" contains the 
whole leaven of meaning that separates 
the spiritual law from the civil. 
In the 
civil realm the violation of law means pun­ 
ishment, vengeance, restriction. In the 
spiritual realm it means loss—permanent, 
irreparable loss. It is man's grand preroga­ 
tive to be 
THE LIVING TEMPLE 
For the indwelling of that spiritual divin­ 
ity—a divinity whose altar is the hum an 
heart—capable of development into infinite 
propositions and im m ortal powers. Tne 
minister closed With an eloquent appeal to 
young men to be worthy of themselves. 
That, he said, was the key-note of Christ­ 
ian truth, in that awful battle wnere 
England's greatest Admiral won immortal 
gUry, what one of England's sons did not 
respond with a personal devotion as th at' 
cry still resonant with inspiration rang out, 
“ England expects every man to do his 
duty.” “ Forty centuries look down upon 
you,” crie3 Napoleon in the shadow of "the 
pyramids, aud his battalions sweep over 
the hosts of Egypt, each man an uncon­ 
querable hero, for trie soul of honor that be 
bears within him . God expects every man, 
young and old, to do his duty ; it is to the 
manhood within you he appeals.
